Appended to the petition is a copy of the warrant issued by Magistrate Moss, which sets 


forth upon information made by him today one "George W. Perkins did commit the cnme of 
grand larceny, in its first degree."

When Mr. Perkins appeared before Justice Greenbaum, his counsel, Mr. Delafield, asked 


leave to demur to the writ and that argument be.passed. Judge Greenbaum agreed and argument 
upon the writ was continued until next Friday. 


The date named in the warrant is the date of the transaction brought out in the Arm- 


strong investigation in which Mr. Perkins was reimbursed from the funds of the New York 
Life Insurance Company for the payment of $48,702 to the Republican National Committee as 
the contribution of the New York Life to the Republican Presidential campaign fund in 1904. 


Mr. Perkins was arrested in the office of his counsel, Lewis L. Delafield. 
It was reported 


later that when Justice Greenbaum issued the writ of habeas corpus for Mr. Perkins it was sent 
to District Attorney Jerome and taken by him to Magistrate Moss, who signed it, thereupon trans- 
ferring the case to the Supreme Court. 


It was expected that District Attorney Jerome would appear before Justice Greenbaum 


this afternoon for argument on the writ of habeas corpus.

Qillett's Bill a Good One. 


Every person who has made any study of the topography of 


California and the geographical and climatic conditions which con- 
trol stream flow in this State is aware that the irrigation problem 
in the valleys, the reclamation of the swamplands along the Sacra- 
mento and its tributaries and the improvement of the channels in 
the tidal basin for navigation purposes are closely allied. 
If the 


flood waters can be conserved for irrigation purposes, the danger of 
inundations will disappear and the reclamation of the swamp lands 
will be made easy. The trouble and expense of keeping open the 
navigable channels will be reduced to a minimum. 


Congressman Gillett's bill directing that a comprehensive sur- 


vey be made of the watershed of the Sacramento river to provide ac- 
curate data for the government reclamation service is therefore an 
initial step of the greatest importance. It looks to a scheme of river 
improvement that will be of inestimable value to California because 
it is the germ' of the simple plan of preventing inundations by im- 
pounding the flood waters that they may be used in the dry season 
to moisten and fructify the soil. 


Mr. Gillett's bill does not contemplate an irrigation scheme for 


private profit nor a project to reclaim private lands at public ex- 
pense, but merely to provide the government with reliable and in- 
dcpcndant data on which to base future legislation in the interest 
of 
the 
State 
at 
large. 
The 
appropriation proposed 
for 


ihe work is $200,000. This may not be enough to do the work, 
thoroughly, but it is sufficient to accomplish a work of enormous 
scientific value. It is a start in the right direction, and is therefore 
entitled to commendation. Unlike all other reclamation and irri- 
gation schemes for the Sacramento valley, it is in the interests of 
the general public and not of a favored few. In our opinion Con- 
gress should pass the bill. 


It is estimated that Oklahoma contains 750,000 inhabitants, 


having a highly developed industrial and social system, banks, 
schools, churches, libraries and all the appurtenances of

ad- 


vanced civilization. Yet Speaker Cannon and Senator Beveridge 
will not permit the Territory to be admitted into the Union as a 
State because the inhabitants of Arizona and New Mexico object 
to being joined in a hateful political marriage against their will. 
It illustrates ho\v men who glibly prate of liberty and free govern- 
ment exhibit a tyrannous disregard of the elementary principles of 
popular sovereignty, and how such men stand ready to commit out- 
rageous wrongs in the interests of what they deem to be political 
expediency, their idea of expediency being a narrow partisanship 
often sectional in character. 


brought together at deep water. Because the Legislature has 
neglected to fix the term's on which such access shall be had or vest 
anyone with authority to grant permission of easement and enter 
into contracts embodying provisional terms and defining respective 
rights, the railroads have been compelled to do ahead and make their 
improvements without the authorization nobody is empowered to 
give. 


It was fortunate for Oakland, fortunate for the whole State, 


that they did so. 
It is foolish ,to get excited because the laches 


of the Legislature has produced the natural consequence of con- 
tentions and disputes as to who shall have access to deep water 
at certain points. The Chronicle is disturbed because, as it alleges, 
corporations are quarreling as to the right of occupancy of State 
property. The corporations alone have made the occupancy pos- 
sible or valuable. The Legislature having failed in its duty, it has 
been left for the courts to determine the respective rights of the dis- 
putants; and the judicial adjustment thus invoked'must of necessity 
define and determine the rights of the State in the premises. 


Furthermore, the rights of the State are inalienable; no im- 


provements the railroads can make can avail to destroy the common- 
wealth's right; such improvements simply invest those making them 
with superior rights of use and occupancy—a principle so concretely 
and abstractly just and entirely in harmony with public policy that 
it is remarkable anyone should question it.

MISUNDERSTOOD. 


Testifying in regard to Standard Oil operations under compul- 


sion of the courts. Henry H. Rogers appears to be able to remember 
only such things as his attorney deems it wise and safe for him to re- 
member. In other words, the Rogers memory partakes of the gen- 
eral quality of Standard Oil methods. 
The idea that this man, who 


has for many years been one of the chief active directing minds of 
the great oil trust, should not be acquainted with the manner in which j 
important financial operations arc conducted and cannot remember j 
the commonest details of large transactions and deeds is simply un- 
believable. When he sajs he does not remember or does not know 
he is simply telling a barefaced falsehood. He is testifying under 
legal advice and is committing rank wholesale perjury as a mere 
matter of business. Yet Mr. Rogers is a church member in good 
standing, a regular attendant at divine service, and a liberal giver 
to missionary and other church funds. 
But he is constantly violat- 


ing the law and making oath 
to 
falsehoods to hide his criminal 


methods and shield himself from the processes of the courts. 


The Writ of Injunction. 


Our correspondent, Mr. McGowan, makes it clear in his second 


communication, printed in another column, that he understands 
neither the nature or purpose of the writ of injunction. He is not 
to blame for this, but 
he commits error in hastily condemning 


something he confessedly knows practically nothing about. It is 
clear, however, that he has in lus mind the abuses of the writ of 
injunction and not its virtues. Although it is sometimes strained 
or perverted, the power to enjoin is the great equity arm of the 
courts. It is simply an order from the bench for the parties com- 
manded to stay their hands till the legal rights involved can be 
determined by judicial process. Civil and criminal actions cannot 
be brought till the injury is accomplished, therefore the courts have 
power, where an irreparable injury is threatened and apparently 
imminent, to command the threatening parties to desist till their 
right to proceed can be determined. The application of this prin- 
ciple in the criminal law is shown in binding over persons making 
threats against others to keep the peace. Mr. McGowan should 
give the matter deeper study and more dispassionate examination 
before he presumes to pass judgment on a judicial agency that has 
done more to compel equity and prevent contemplated wrong than 
anv other ever devised by man. As equity was the last principle 
that crept into the law, discretionary power to ward off wrong in 
advance was lodged in the courts, and the exercise of this authority 
is what is termed the writ of injunction. 
An occasional misuse of 


this power is no more an argument for its abolition than an occa- 
sional case of judicial corruption is an argument for the abolition 
of courts of law. The perversion of an instrument of justice never 
warrants condemnation of the instrument itself. 


No Water Dog Needed. 


The San Francisco Chronicle wants Governor Pardee to do 


something about the Oakland water front, it docs not seem to know 
precisely what, and refuses to be comforted because the Governor 
does not put on his high water boots and get busy. Its clamorous 
desire for action of some sort, however futile and absurd, reminds 
one of the old coon song: 


My old marster and two three mo' 
Gwine down de ribber fo' ter jump Jim Crow. 


Nothing the Governor can do can affect the judicial determina- 


tion of the State's rights along the water front. The courts have 
declared that the State owns the land underneath the water lying 
between low tide and the bulkhead line, but legislation has failed 
to provide any method of utilizing this property right. The Gov- 
ernor has no power to lease or sell the water-covered land, which 
has no value save as an approach from the shore to deep water. 
Should he deem it advisable to equip a force of men with life pre- 
servers and send them out to take possession in the name of the 
State there is no provision for their payment. Nor is it clear that 
such a force of men could accomplish anything that would benefit 
the public or promote the general development of commerce. 


The improvement of the shore for transportation and industrial 


uses depend^ upon the liberty of access to deep water over the strip 
of submerged land belonging to the State. The prosperity of Oak- 
land is bound up in this improvement. It is of vita! importance to 
this city that the water front should be improved and ship and car 


Editor TRIBUNE: Tis not my wish to continue this contro- 


versy, yet I do not wish to be understood as favoring giving to the 
unions rights which should be withheld either from employers or 
non-union workers. We may or may'not differ in opinion as to what 
rights unions should or should not have. In my letter of March 
22d I took up the cause of the working man. 'Tis true Samuel 
Gompers represented the unions, and I think he stood for that which 
would be good for non-union workers as well. I have been hard 
at work both for myself and others for the past twenty-five years, 
and in all that time I hava never known workers doing the hard 
work, for others think eight hours too short for a day's work. 
The 


eight hour work day means more to the workers than merely a short 
work day; it means more constant work for all willing to work— 
that is, it takes more workers to do the same amount of work in 
eight hours than it would take to do it in ten, thus keeping more 
workers employed. 


I am not a lawyer and may not know the full virtue of the in- 


junction law, yet so far as I have read and seen of its workings, I 
do not think the country would lose much if it was annulled. I 
may not have given due consideration to the wealthy employing 
classes, but so far as I have seen and read, they can have nearly any 
kind of protection they desire without the fear of the protection of 
the workhouse. I am fortunate in working under the eight hour 
law at the present time, and I can assure you I appreciate the ad- 
vantage it gives to the worker, and not only do I wish every worker 
in this great and free country to, enjoy the eight hour law, but that 
every worker in c-\ erj country under the sun could enjoy it also. 
I 


shall read the President's address to the union leader, and shall be 
pleased to have been mistaken in the 
conclusions drawn 
from

CROWDED KEY ROUTE CARS. 


When the Key Route ferry and electric line service between 


San Francisco, Berkeley and the northern portion of Oakland 
was established, the public realized a practical and greatly 
ap- 


preciated benefit. The time of passage was materially decreased 
and other advantages over the long-established service of the South- 
rn Pacific were manifest. Patronage was diverted to the new line, 
and the development of the residence districts served was so rapid 
that a large volume of new business was created. The increase in 
the traffic may even have surprised and embarrassed the managers 
of the line. It is certain that at the hours, morning and evening, 
when the greatest rush of travel takes place, the accommodations 
are no longer equal to the demand made upon them. The boats are 
filled, the trains crowded beyond the point of comfort. Unless the 
Key Route remedies this condition soon it will see a reaction in the 
movement which has been altogether in its favor. In one car no 
less than twenty-five passengers who could not obtain a seat have 
teen counted several times recently. More cars are greatly needed 
to accommodate the morning and evening crowds, 
and ordinary 


business sagacity should prompt the Key Route people to meet the 
demand at once. It is not likely that they have more business than 
they want.—San Francisco Star.

STUDENTS. 


BERKELEY, March 28.—Declaring 


that a conduit electric railway sy*tem 
1* perfectly practicable, and superior 
In at lea«t three Important way* to the 
trolley •y*tem. Engineer J. C- Stutt, 
who 1* consulting englneeer In charge 
ol the Geary-street r>««way project In 
Ban Francisco placed himself squarely 
on record 
in 
the 
matter, 
before 
a meeting ot the Association ot Elec- 
trical and Mechanical Engineers at the 
University. The bugaboo that is ,hela 
•by many, In the shape ot the state- 
ment that rains will flood out the con- 
duits and stop the operation of the 
conduit line*. Engineer Stutt disposed 
or by a demonstration that proved the 
absurdity ot such an assertion. Other 
objections to the conduit plan of oper- 
ations were met and answered, and a 
complete explanation o£ the features 
of this sort of railway operation was 
given by the speaker. 
Tho Student's Observatory wa* util- 


ized for the meeting, the assembly hall 
being packed with 
University 
men, 


•with a number of veteran engineers in 
the assemblage. Henry Ward Beecher, 
president of 
the a»sociatlon. Intro- 


duced Engineer Stutt, who plunged at 
once Into the discussion 
of 
conduit 


electric street railway workings. 


H< declared that ttiere is a radical 


difference 'between the trolley and the 
conduit systems of utilizing electric 
power for street railway purposes. The 
transmission of power through trolley 
wires was briefly described, and then 
the machinery used in conduits was 
explaln-ed in detail. A plow, placed on 
a truck in the conduit clears the way 
far the operation of the mechanism. 
Clear contact is secured, because of the 
absence of dirt, «uch as must neces- 
sarily be present on street 
railway 
tracks. It Is this dirt, and other ob- 
struction* that breaks the circuit in 
part, rendering the prefect transmis- 
sion of power, to the trolley car mech- 
anism and then back to the power 
house, Impossible. 


IN ITS FAVOR. 


The .fact that In the conduit system 


there is no dirt and hence no breaks Is 
a point decidedly In Its favor, conserv- 
ing the current, as It does. 


Second, according to Engineer Stutt, 


there Is In the conduit system no elec- 
trylosls, as la the case in the trolley 
systems. In this circumstance, and In 
the matter of 
perfect 
transmission 


without lo*s of current, and In the 
matter of absence of poles. Engineer 
Stutt 
found 
the three distinct ad- 
vantages which the conduit *ystem 
has. In his opinion, over the old fash- 
ioned trolley system. 
Engineer Stutt assert*!, and proved 


by figures, that even If an Inch, of rain 
fell In twenty-four hours, or If the 
downpour was 
much 
heavier,, 
not 


enough rain would get Into the con- 
duits to Impede operations, provided 
the sewers were kept In shape. 


"There might be some flooding ot 
the conduits," «ald Mr. Stutt, "but the 
responsibility would lie, not upon the 
conduit system, but upon'bad *ewer 
arrangements. The blame, In such cir- 
cumstances, probably would 
be 
put 


upon the conduit system, but It never 
should be. I may say that the sewer 
system In San Francisco Is atoomlna- 
ble. I have seen where a-difference 
of three feet In the height or depth of 
division* of a sewer existed, showing 
where one contractor had left off and 
another begun. Th* contractor* dlda't 
care, and there wa* no inspection, and 
the result was a* I say. Under luch 
circumstances, 
some trouble 
might 


possibly come about, from storm wa- 
ter, because of the bad sewers, but ray 
point Is that the conduit system Is not 
to be blamed because of such. possi- 
bilities. The system lUelf 1* admira- 
ble, measurably perfect. If bad »ew- 
ers Interfere that 1* another story." 


GOOD EXAMPLE. 


The failure of some conduit systems 


In the But In other years wa* ascribed 
to light, faulty and weak construc- 
tion of foundations. 
The Market- 
street cable road foundations, built In 
1883 and ai solid today a* ever were 
cited as- proper example* of proper 
construction.

thing. Rainwater, by the way, Is al- 
mo*t a perfect non conductor Itself, 
which Is a point to be remembered In 
this argument.
